7. Defendant Dove Creek Equine Rescue, hereinafter referred to as "DC" is a 
domestic corporation based in Texas, is organized under the laws of the State of Texas, and service 
of process on the Defendant may be effected pursuant to article 2.11(A) of the Texas Business 
Corporation Act, or its successor statute, sections 5.201 and 5.255 of the Texas Business

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

9. The subject matter in controversy is within the jurisdictional limits of this court 

10 . This court has jurisdiction over the parties because Defendants Ted M. White ffl 
and Johnny D. Phillips are Texas residents and Armstrong County Texas is a governmental entity 
formed and existing in Armstrong County, Texas, and Dove Creek Equine Reserve as well as 
A^o-Panhandle Humane Society, Inc. are Texas Corporations formed and operating in Texas. 

11. Venue in Armstrong County is mandatory in this cause under Section 15.015ofthe 
Texas Civil Practice and Remedies Code because this suit includes an action against a county 
governmental entity. Furihennore, because venue is proper with respect to Defendant Armsttong 
County, venue for this action with respect to all Defendants is proper under 15.005 of the Texas 
Civil Practice and Remedies Code. 
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FACTS 

n . On or about April 3, 2013, Defendant AC. Agent and Employee, Sheriff J.R. 
Walker, hereinafter "Walker", entered upon the residential property renteti by Patrieia Wheeler 
locattd « 1980 Highway 287, Goodnight Texas, aocompanied by defendant APHS (APHS 
representatives present were Jena MeFall and Alieia MeGee). 

13 . Patrieia Wheeler, hereinafter "Wheeler" was present and she spoke with Walker, 
Jem, MeFall, hereinafter "MeFall", and Alieia MeGee, hereinafter "MeGee". 

* to sotne animals loeated at !0848 Kiio Road, Claude, Armstrong County, Texas 790,9, 
hereinafter eatied-Kiio Road". Walker asked Wheefer for her assurances that eertain quantities 

tay quantities Walker instrueted would be put out for the animals. 

15 Daring the same conversation on April 3, 2013, MeGee XX* ma. if Wheeler 

conversation eoneluded with Wheeier assuring Walker that she would ge, two Urge round bales 

16 . On or about April 4, 2013, around lOJOtun., Wheeler arrived a. me Armsttmg 
County Sherriffs Offiee to show Walker and ehief depmy Brandon Brown, hereinafter "Browrt", 
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Road for removing animals. 

19. On April 4, 2013, Kilo Road property was owned by a man named Raymond 
Conrad and he had previously entered into a written lease of the land with Wheeler. 

19a* The lease was a "grazing lease" and the lease did not prohibit subletting. 
19b. Wheeler in turn, sublet and shared the use and enjoyment of the land with 
Plaintiff so that Plaintiff could use the land for the leased purpose, grazing. 
19c. Plaintiff paid the lease payments. 

1 9d. Plaintiff s lease payments were either made to Wheeler or directly to Raymond 

Conrad. 

19e. Raymond Conrad was aware of the use of the property by Plaintiff and voiced 
no objections to die sublease during the relevant time periods related to this action. 

20. Upon arrival at Kilo Road on April 4, 2013, around noon or shortly thereafter, the 
Defendants jointly and collectively physically entered upon the fenced and gated Kilo Road real 
property without consent and without a warrant 

2 1 . After entering Kilo Road, the Defendants, threatened Wheeler with arrest if she did 
not cooperate* causing her to be in fear, to be intimidated, and to be submissive to their demands. 

22. Wheeler, under the threat of arrest, involuntarily signed documents which 
documents, on their face, suggest that the livestock were surrendered voluntarily. 

23. All the livestock belonged to Plaintiff on that day and Wheeler was a person who 
Plaintiff compensated to feed and help care for the animals. 

24. The livestock included fourteen (14) head of horses and twenty-eight (28) head of 

cattle. 

25. The horses included stallions, mares, and colts. 
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26. Some of the mares were pregnant. 

27. The cattle included bulls, cows, and calves. 

28. All of the cows without calves on the ground are believed to have been pregnant. 

29. The Defendants entered fenced areas and chased the livestock. 

30. The Defendants forced the livestock to enter trailers under the Defendants' control. 

31. The Defendants caused at least one horse to tall down in a trailer and be trampled 
by other horses. 

32. The Defendants caused the livestock to be removed from Kilo Road in trailers. 

33. Following April 4, 2013, Plaintiff made demand for the immediate return of the 

livestock removed by the Defendants. 

34. The Defendants have refused and failed to return the livestock to Plaintiff. 

35. At least one of the horses has foaled (given birth to a colt), while in the possession 

or under the control of at least one of the Defendants. 

36. Some of the cattle have been castrated or neutered, while in the possession or under 

the control of at least one of the Defendants. 

37. Defendant, APHS, has threatened to castrate or neuter one or more of the horses. 

38. Defendant, APHS, has demanded money for the return of Plaintiffs horses. 

39. Defendant, APHS, has threatened to bring criminal charges against Wheeler and 

Plaintiff. 

40. Between April 4, 2013 and May 3, 2013, Defendant, APHS., advertised or 
published one or more of Plaintiff s horses, as being available for adoption. 

41. Defendant, White, tendered a check on an account styled "Blanco Farms", in the 

amount of six thousand five hundred dollars ($6,500), ^p^^'W^^.^

45. The Plaintiff has suffered damages.

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR TRESPASS TO REAL PROPERTY - COUNT 2 

49. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim for Trespass to Real Property, 
for aU the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are incorporated herein by 
reference. 

50. Plaintiff owned or had a lawful right to possess real property (Plaintiff had a 
sublease). 

5 1 . Defendants entered Plaintiffs land in motor vehicles, some of which had trailers, 

and the entry was 

a. physical, 

b. intentional, and 

c. voluntary. 

52. Defendants trespass caused injury to the Plaintiffs right of possession. 

53. Defendants wrongful conduct caused injury to Plaintiff, for which Plaintiff seeks 
the following damages: 

a. actual damages; 

b. nominal damages; 

c. exemplary damages; 

d. prejudgment and postjudgment interest; 

e. court costs; and 

f. attorney fees. 
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54. Plaintiff seeks a court order and judgment for the return of her livestock and for 
payment of her damages. 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR THEFT OF PROPERTY - COUNT 3 

55. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim of Theft under the Texas Theft 
Liability Act for an unlawful appropriation of property under Texas Penal Code section 3 1 .03., for 
all the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are incorporated herein by 
reference. 

56. Plaintiff was entitled to possession of the livestock (the horses and cattle). 

57. Defendants unlawfully appropriated the Plaintiff's personal property (livestock) in 
violation of Texas Penal Code 3 1 .03*, by taking possession of the property without the Plaintiffs 
effective consent 

58. Defendants appropriated the property (livestock) with the intent to deprive the 

Plaintiff of the property. 

59. Defendants wrongful conduct caused injury to Plaintiff. 

60. Plaintiff seeks the following damages: 

a. actual damages; 

b. additional damages of $1,000.00; 

c. exemplary damages; 

d. prejudgment and postjudgment interest; 

e. court costs; and 
£ attorney fees. 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR CONVERSION - COUNT 4 
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61 . In addition to other counts, but alternative to count 3 (theft), Plaintiff brings this 
claim for conversion for all the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are 
incorporated herein by reference. 

62. The Plaintiff owned, possessed, or had the right to immediate possession of 
property (livestock animals). 

63. The property was personal property, livestock animals comprised of horses and 

cattle. 

64. Defendants wrongfully exercised dominion or control over the property. 

65. The Plaintiff suffered injury proximately caused by one or more Defendant's 

actions. 

66. Plaintiff seeks the following damages: 

a. valuation damages (loss of value), or if animals are recovered, valuation or repair 
damages as may be appropriate as to each animal; 

b. loss of use; 

c. other damages - lost profits; 

d. mental anguish; 

e. prejudgment and postjudgment interest; and 

f. court costs. 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR FRAUD - COUNT 5 

67. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim for fraud for all the reasons 
and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are incorporated herein by reference. 

68. The defendants AC (through its agents/employees Walker and Brown) and APHS 

(through Mcgee), represented to Plaintiff that they had a warrant, and/or Defendants represented 
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to Wheeler that they had one or more warrants, with the intent and expectation that Plaintiff's 
representative (Wheeler) would relay to Plaintiff that Defendants had warrants. 

69. The defendants' representations were that they had one or more warrants. 

70. The representation was material because the defendants used the threat of arrest and 
the claim of the existence of a warrant to procure Wheeler's signature on the alleged "voluntary 
surrender" form to gain physical possession of Plaintiffs property (livestock). 

71 . The defendants' representation to Plaintiff was a false statement of fact. 

72. Defendants made the false representation knowing it was false, or the false 
representation was made recklessly, as a positive assertion, and without knowledge of its truth. 

73. Defendants intended for Plaintiff to rely upon the false representation and 
Defendants had reason to expect Plaintiff would act in reliance on the false representation. 

74. Plaintiff and her representative (Wheeler), justifiably relied on defendants' false 
representations when Wheeler involuntarily signed the surrender form to avoid her own arrest and 
avoid Plaintiff's children from being turned over to Child Protective Services. 

75. The Plaintiff suffered injury proximately caused by Defendants actions. 

76. Plaintiff seeks damages within the jurisdictional limits of this Court. 

77. Plaintiff seeks exemplary damages because Plaintiff's injury resulted from 
defendants' actual fraud or malice, which entitles plaintiff to exemplary damages under Texas 
Civil Practice and Remedies Code section 41.003(a). 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR NEGLIGENT MISREPRESENTATION - COUNT 6 

78. In addition to other counts, but in the alternative to count 5, Plaintiff brings this 
claim for negligent misrepresentation for all the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above 
which are incorporated herein by reference. 
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79. The defendants AC (through its agents/employees Walker and Brown) and APHS 
(through Mcgee), made representations in Defendants' course of business or in a transaction in 
which one or more of the defendants had an interest, and such representations were made to 
Plaintiff or Plaintiffs representative (Wheeler), that they had a warrant 

80. One or more of the defendants supplied false information for the guidance of others. 

81. The defendants) did not exercise reasonable care or competence in obtaining or 
communicating the information. 

82. The Plaintiff and/or her representative justifiably relied on the representation. 

83. The defendants) negligent representation proximately caused the plaintiffs injury. 

84. Plaintiff seeks damages within the jurisdictional limits of this Court. 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR NEGLIGENT HANDLING OF 
PERSONAL PROPERTY - COUNT 7 

85. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim for negligent handling of 
personal property for all the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are 
incorporated herein by reference. 

86. One or more of the defendants handled Plaintiff's personal property (livestock) with 
negligence resulting in the loss of value to the property or the loss of that property which 
proximately caused Plaintiff injury. 

87. The defendants' negligence resulted in Plaintiff's livestock being injured, killed, 
branded, castrated or neutered, adopted by third parties, and/or sold to third parties. 

88. The defendants breached a duty owed to Plaintiff and the breach caused the 
Plaintiff's injury. 

89. Plaintiff seeks damages within the jurisdictional limits of tins Court. 
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PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR INTENTIONAL INFLICTION OF EMOTIONAL 

DISTRESS - COUNT 8 

90. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim for intentional infliction of 
emotional distress for all the reasons and facts stated in paragraphs 12-45 above which are 
incorporated herein by reference. Additionally, following April 4, 2013, members of AC (sheriffs 
department) have made intentional efforts to further harass, annoy, alarm, and bring emotional 
distress to Plaintiff by intentionally or recklessly parking marked sheriffs department vehicles 
near or just outside the kilo road gate as if to constantly monitor Plaintiff and/or her animals, 
placing Plaintiff and her family in fear of harm or further injury by Armstrong county officials. 

91. Plaintiff and her family have suffered severe emotional distress due to the actions 

ofAC. 

92. The defendant's conduct has been extreme and outrageous. 

93. The defendant's conduct has caused Plaintiffs severe emotional distress. 

94. No alternative cause of action would provide a remedy for the severe emotional 
distress caused by the defendant's conduct. 

95. Plaintiff seeks damages within the jurisdictional limits of this Court. 

PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM FOR DEPRIVATION OF PROPERTY UNDER 

COLOR OF LAW- COUNT 9 

96. In addition to other counts, Plaintiff brings this claim for deprivation of property

97. One or more of the defendants, acting under color of law, have caused Plaintiff's 
livestock to be removed from her possession, use, and control. 

98. Defendants have not afforded Plaintiff due process and thus she has been denied 
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due process. 

99. Defendants have not compensated Plaintiff for the removal and/or loss of her personal 
property (livestock).

FOR EACH OF THE FOLLOWING, Admit or Deay that, 

1 . You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, after agreeing with at least one 
other defendant in this suit, travelled to the kilo road property for the agreed purpose of entering 
upon the property and removing livestock. 

2. On April 4, 2013, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, physically 
entered upon the kilo road real property without consent 

3 . On April 4, 20 13, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, physically 
entered upon the kilo road real property without a warrant 

4. On April 4, 2013, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, loaded or 
assisted in loading livestock at the kilo road location. 

5. On April 4, 2013, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, told 
Stephanie Moore that there was a warrant related to Patricia Wheeler or the animals related to this 
matter. 

6. On April 4, 2013, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf, told Patricia 
Wheeler that there was a warrant related to Patricia Wheeler or the animals related to this matter. 

7. On April 4, 2013, at the Kilo road location, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on 
your behalf removed one or more head of livestock. 

8. On April 4, 2013, or within ninety (90) days thereafter, concerning livestock removed from the 
Kilo road location, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf sold or 
otherwise transferred ownership of one or more head of livestock to a person other than Stephanie 
Moore. 

9. On April 4, 2013, or within ninety (90) days thereafter, concerning livestock removed from the 
Kilo road location, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf castrated or 
neutered one or more head of the livestock. 

10. On April 4, 2013, or within ninety (90) days thereafter, concerning livestock removed from the 
Kilo road location, You, your agent, your employee, or another acting on your behalf branded one 
or more head of the livestock. 

1 1 . Prior to the filing of this lawsuit, Stephanie Moore, or an attorney on her behalf, made demand 
upon you for the return of the livestock. 

12. After receiving the demand for the return of the livestock, neither you nor anyone acting on your 
behalf has returned any of the livestock to Stephanie Moore. 

13. On April 4, 2013, or within ninety (90) days thereafter, one or more head of the livestock 
removed from the kilo road location died while in your possession, custody, care, or under your 
control.
